The News’ Policy Re-Stated on:Reporting 
Suicides, Murders and Divorces 


The Upland News is constantly after news stories, but not 
the murders, suicides, divorces and other tragic events that 
sadden the community, disrupt lives and bring embarrass- 
ment to innocent victims. 

Considerable effort and money are spent every month in 
providing pictures, features and hundreds of news stories for 
our readers. The News staff is constantly alert in producing 
the best possible community newspaper and in getting the 
newspaper to the greatest possible number of subscribers. 

But when a murder occurs right here in our community 
with all of its drama and factors that would normally make 
many headlines—what do we do about it? We virtually 
ignore it. 

The policy is contrary to the usual newspaper practice. 
We know of some people in the community who like the 
policy; and some who do not. 

Members of the staff work under the rule: “develop to the 
limit the constructive news stories; play down those stories 
that tend to degrade people and adversely affect individuals.” 

We do not question the fact that some people have a nat- 
ural curiosity to want to read sordid details of crime and 
about actions of those persons closely involved. We do not 
believe, however, that such stories and their details have a 
place in the newspaper serving such a fine community as 
Upland. Such stories will not appear in The News. 

We ignore so far as possible reference to murder. As to 
suicides or attempted suicides they are never mentioned. 
Likewise, divorces are matters that are the business of the 
individuals concerned. 

We do not mean to infer that people may do as they 
please and even though their names and acts are spread 
on public records they will be immune from The News col- 
umns. While “police news” is not regarded by us as the 
best news in town, a thorough report is made each week of 
all news-worthy violations and arrests. 

This policy is being enunciated here again in the light of 
last week's startling events. We are making no apology for 
“playing down” such an opportunity for columns of details. 
We personally believe that policy is best for the community. 

Generally speaking. we believe most newspaper readers 
would prefer less sensationalism than that which is “handed 
to them daily by some publishers. 





Nixon’s Fate Up To People; Outcome 
Will Not Diminish Light Of Great Leader 


Richard Nixon spoke frankly, openly, courageously and 
we believe very, very honestly Tuesday night when he told 
the nation he gained nothing personally from the $18,000 poli- 
tical fund. 

And later in the evening just before flying north to con- 
tinue his vigorous campaign he again spoke from his heart: 
“What happens to me is unimportant. What happens to Pat 
and our two children is important only to us. But what hap- 
pens to the country is important.” 

And so the Richard Nixon case is before the nation as a 
political figure never has been. Whether he continues as a 
vice-presidential candidate or whether he is removed for the 
good of the cause, Richard Nixon will stand through the years 
as an honest. sincere, crusading leader who had nothing to 
hide and who fought for a noble objective. 

Political situations may be such that he will be sacrificed 
as Dwight D. Eisenhower's running mate. Decision on this 
may come at any hour. 

Every public official should be above any suspicion. Nix- 
on’s unprecedented speech and the evidence he presetned 
Tuesday night clearly removed him from any wrong doing. 
Admittedly, a slight error in judgment might have occured 
when he became a party to a political fund. 

We believe Nixon should be retained as the vice-presi- 
dential candidate, and like thousands of others we have tele- 
graphed to the Republican National Committee, Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

Nixon’s political fate is not for him to decide but as a pub- 
lic official or as a private citizen, Richard Nixon will be for- 
ever revered and his principals will be cited as high standards ° 
for all public servants. 

Members of the Republican National Committee and Gen- 
eral Eisenhower will analyze the political significance of the 
“Nixon Story” and in the light of this decide “What is Best 
For America.” 

It is conceivably possible that a change in candidates 
might be deemed for the best interests of the campaign. 

Withdrawal of Mr. Nixon would in no way change the 
great esteem millions of people have for him. We hope he 
continues as “Ike's” running mate. 

Above all, his honesty cannot be questioned and that 
was the real issue involving the fund. There can be no com- 
promise between honesty and dishonesty. Mr. Nixon's re- 
vealing story of his life and of his political expenditures be- 
fore the nation’s millions conclusively proves he is ashamed 
of nothing. 

If he is lost to the Republican ticket it will be due to "poli- 
tics” only.

animals, they have cleared their 
| original investment and are now 
in “pay dirt”. 


Very Rare Fur 
Although chinchilla fur has 
become widely famed in the 


last few ‘years, it is still so rare 
that no garments are being 
made of it. Instead, thousands 
| of people are raising the an- 
imals, and when enough of them 
are on hand, the furriers will 
take over. 

| Mr. Bert and Mr. Martin, who 
both show great interest in their 
subject, will explain that chin- 
chillas are native to the high 
Andes mountains in Chile. They 
were considered almost extinct 
| 40 ago, until a mining

them to the United States. 
Up To $1800 

The average chinchilla is 
about the size of a half-grown 
rabbit. According to Mr. Bert, 
they are friendly animals and 
| will crawl on a person's hand. 
But he points out, since they 
cost from $1,000 to $1,800 each, 
people usually are careful about 
handling them. 

An easy animal to raise, chin- 
chillas eat hay and special food 
similar to rabbit pellets. They 
make little noise and since they 
| are odorless, many growers 
house them in spare bedrooms. 

A nocturnal animal, the chin- 
| chilla is extemely hardy and has 
| a high resistance to disease. 

The average litter for the fe- 
male chinchilla is two young 
| about twice a year, and the an- 





imals produce for eight or ten 
| years. 

From 120 to 150 pelts are 
required to make a full-length 
coat, and the local growers 
estimate that coats will be ready

To illustrate the fineness of 
the chinchilla fur, Mr. Bert ex- 
plains that there are as many 
as 60 web-like hairs in ‘each 
of the hair follicles, whereas 
| human beings have ‘only one 
| or two hairs in each follicle. The 

fur is so light that a square 
| yard weighs about»the same as 
| a square yard of silk. 
The two Uplanders started 
their chinchilla raising with a 
grown pair and a young pair, 
| and now have about 20 of. the 
| animals. In addition to their 
own chinchillas, they also care 
| tor some which they have sold. 
| The men spend only h few min- 
| utes a day caring for the an- 
| imals. ; 
| . Housed fh small cages which 
| Mx. Bert and Mr. Martin built, 
| ‘the chinchillas are kept in a 
room with the temperature al- 
ways under 70 degrees. Food 
costs for each of the animals is 
less than $5 a year. 

Mr. Bert, who is employed at 
the Upland Feed and Fuel Co., 
and Mr. Martin, principal of the 
Upland academy, are both mem- 
bers of the National Chinchilla
